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Encyclopedia Editor Recounts 
Stories On Eleanor Roosevelt

Dr. Maureen Hoffman Beasley 
enlightened the Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club with stories and information 
about Eleanor Roosevelt on April 
20. Beasley, along with her hus- 
band Henry R. Beasley, who was 
also present, and Holly C. 
Shulman produced the recently 
published The Eleanor Roosevelt 
Encyclopedia. The book contains 
some 250 entries about Roosevelt 
and her associates. Over 100 
contributors provided articles. 
Greenbelter Dr. Virginia Walcott 
Beauchamp was one of the con- 
tributors, writing a brief article 
about Roosevelt’s association with 
the greenbelt towns. 

When first asked to do the en- 
cyclopedia, Beasley refused. Six 
months later she changed her 
mind and asked if the offer was 
still open. It was. “You don’t 
get much money for doing an en- 
cyclopedia,” she said, “nor much 
academic recognition.” One fac- 
tor that helped her decide to do 
it, she added, was that her hus- 
band had recently retired and 
agreed to help out by doing re- 
search. 


Beasley wore a fur stole, remi- 
niscent of those worn by 
Roosevelt, the wife of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Probably 
no other First Lady has had such 
a distinguished and important ca- 
reer of her own as she had. 
Beasley noted that, like Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, Roosevelt had 
been asked to run for the office 
of Senator from New York. She 
refused. Beasley thought that she 
could have won the office. 

Recollections 

“Did anyone have any recol- 
lections of Roosevelt?” Beasley 
asked the audience. A number of 
hands went up. 

Ellie Ritchie recalled seeing 
Roosevelt when she visited her 
high school in Atlanta. Judy 
Goldstein, who worked for 
Harold Ickes in the Interior De- 
partment, remembered Roosevelt 
coming around the offices. 

Janet Parker saw her at 
Wheaton Plaza and Parker’s aunt 
shook her hand. Ruth Bond, 
when a teenager, remembered 
seeing her at the New York 
World’s Fair. She remembers 
how fast Roosevelt walked. 


Konrad Herling told how his 
dad, Al, knocked on doors with 
her in 1956 when she was cam- 
paigning for Adlai Stevenson. 
Herling had asked her how she 
could walk so fast and was an- 
swered, “Garlic, my dear, garlic.” 

Betty Allen told of how 
Roosevelt came to her college in 
Chicago. Instead of meeting with 
the president and faculty, she met 
with the student council, Allen 
recalled. Allen was on the stu- 
dent council. 

Biography 

Roosevelt was born in 1884 
and died in 1962, Beasley said. 
Her life spanned a period of time 
from the Victorian era to the 
mid-20th Century. “Think of all 
the inventions that took place 
during that time,” Beasley noted. 
Roosevelt was the niece of one 
president (Theodore Roosevelt) 
and wife of another, a distant 
cousin. She was the mother of 
six children. The reason she re- 
fused to run for the Senate, ac- 
cording to Beasley, is that some 
of her children were undertaking

GHI Board Opens Guest House for Members’ Visitors

The beds are made, the cabi- 
nets are stocked with Fiesta 
Ware, and Greenbelt’s first “guest 
house” is ready for visitors — 
just in time for the Labor Day 
Festival. Conceived of as a ben- 
efit for members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), the guest 
house, located at 25A Parkway, 
grew from the commitment and 
hard work of the GHI board of 
directors. 

“It came together with a true 
cooperative spirit,” says GHI 
president Julia Eichhorst, noting 
that board members donated fur- 
nishings and scouted local an- 
tique dealers for good buys for 
the one-bedroom apartment. 
From the time the apartment be- 
came available to the open house 
on August 12 took less than two 
months, Eichhorst noted. 

Hospitality meets history in 
the apartment’s décor. Besides 


offering a spacious alternative to

hotels or the snug spaces of GHI 
homes, the guest house gives 
visitors a flavor of the post-De- 
pression years when Greenbelt 
was born. Town mementos are 
featured throughout: the 60th an- 
niversary book, the new history 
of Greenbelt by Cathy Knepper, 
Greenbelt mugs, as well as a 
blueprint of the boathouse that 
was envisioned years ago, before 
money fell short. Period furni- 
ture from the 1930s and 1940s 
gives warmth to the rooms, with 
an antique sideboard and dresser, 
and sets of checkers, dominoes, 
and playing cards. 

“We also want to gather fic- 
tion of the period, and a 
Parcheesi set,’ said board mem- 
ber Sue Ready. 

Although there is no TV, some 
concessions have been made to 
modernity. The telephone looks 
vintage — but in fact is touch- 
tone modern. Guests have a full 
kitchen with a 
microwave oven 
and coffeemaker, 


and there’s 
added storage 
space. With 


twin beds and a 
full-size futon, 
there’s plenty of 
room for a fam- 
ily. Laundry fa- 
cilities are avail- 
able in the base- 
ment of the 
building.

open house. 


guest house will be available for 
rental to GHI members, tenants 
of the apartment complex, and 
GHI employees, who will sign 
the rental agreement on behalf of 
their guests. Reservations shall 
be made on a first-come, first- 
served basis. At the GHI board 
meeting which authorized the 
project, the rate was set at $50 
per night, with a three-night 
minimum. The weekly rate is 
$300, for seven nights. A $100 
security deposit is required, and 
no smoking is allowed inside. 
Reservations should be made 
at least two weeks — and no 


more than a year — in advance, 
and a check for one-third of the 
rental amount is due when the 
reservation is made. The balance 
and the security deposit are due 
at check-in. Last-minute rentals 
may be honored, if space allows. 

“We encourage people to call 
soon, since we're already getting 
requests. Also, watch for the an- 
nouncement for our next open 
house,” says Eichhorst. —

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We Need Our Bank 


As a new resident of 
Greenbelt, I am very upset over 
the Bank of America’s decision to 
pull out of the Roosevelt Center. 
So many people depend on the 
branch bank — and many of us ei- 
ther cannot or prefer not to travel 
to Beltway Plaza, which is both 
less accessible and less safe than 
our branch. Regarding accessibil- 
ity, what will happen to those 
residents who have disabilities, 
don’t own cars, or are too frail to 
make the trip? I don’t think bank 
officials considered the human 
cost of their decision. 

It is ironic, and sad, that just 
as Greenbelt earned the designa- 
tion as a Nationally Occurring 
Retirement Community — a com- 
munity responsive to the needs of 
its aging residents — this financial 
corporation unilaterally decided to 
cut off one of the most vital ser- 
vices needed by Greenbelt’s se- 
niors. 

I would like to know the level 
at which this decision was made, 
and what criteria must be met in 
order to keep a branch open. My 
husband and I just transferred our 
account to Bank of America from 
Riggs because of the wonderful 
convenience of the Greenbelt 
branch. But I wouldn’t hesitate to 
close it in protest of this cold- 
hearted decision.

If Bank of America executives 
had stood there with me while 
people lined up to sign, and if 
they heard the expressions of 
shock, outrage, sadness, and con- 
fusion, I believe they would 
change their minds in a heart- 
beat. 

Our letters, phone calls, faxes, 
and e-mails could make a differ- 
ence. There is still time for 
Bank of America to reconsider.

Questions Raised 


In my view, the reported 
Bank of America branch closing 
boils down to two sets of ques- 
tions: 

1) What sorts of businesses 
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are viable in the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter? Why does nearly every en- 
terprise there ‘seem’ to teeter on 
the edge of profitability at best? 
What can be done to sustain 
businesses we need, reduce re- 
dundancies, and to welcome new 
ones we could use? The likeli- 
hood of persuading a large corpo- 
rate bank to retain an unprofitable 
branch after they’ve announced 
its closing is very, very slim. 
Such institutions are not ordi- 
narily amenable to local political 
pressures. (Unfortunately, in this 
regard, it ain’t like military 
bases!) Maybe they can be per- 
suaded to leave the ATM machine 
to facilitate local deposits and 
fee-less or low-fee withdrawals. 
For-those that need it, the Credit 
Union seems a good bet. 

2) Secondly, when is the last 
time you went inside a bank 
branch? For many (most?) folks, 
direct deposit, ATMs and debit 
cards, and Web-based bill-paying 
services have all but removed the 
need for bank branches. I’m not 
trying to trivialize the branch 
closing, but let’s not overstate its 
direct impact either. Probably the 
worst indirect effect will be the 
perception within the business 
community that the Roosevelt 
Center is not a commercially vi- 
able place. That is a conse- 
quence that could haunt us all, 
neighbors, consumers and exist- 
ing enterprises alike.

political careers and she didn’t 
want to hurt their careers. 

In the 1920s Roosevelt over- 
came both shyness and depres- 
sion. She had been extremely shy 
as a young person. The depres- 
sion was brought about by the 
discovery that her husband was 
having an affair with another 
woman. She became one of the 
first women to be a broadcaster 
on the radio. She bought a pri- 
vate school at which she taught. 
(She had no formal education ex- 
cept for attending a woman’s fin- 
ishing school in England). She 
wrote an advice column, which 
was upbeat in nature. “If life 
gives you a lemon, make it lem- 
onade,” was the kind of advice 
she rendered. She also wrote a 
column, My Day, and went on the 
lecture circuit. 

Roosevelt advocated causes to 
help the poor and was an early 
supporter of the civil rights move- 
-ment. She proved that you could 
do more than be the wife of a 
president, Beasley commented. 
As delegate to the United Nations, 
she was the leading supporter of 
the Declaration of Human Rights, 
considered to be one of the most 
significant documents of human- 
kind. For years, Roosevelt has 
ranked as the single most important 
woman in the world, Beasley said. 

Although she was never uni- 
versally liked, she did get a lot of 
favorable press. It wasn’t so 
much for what Roosevelt said, ac- 
cording to Beasley, as for what 
she did, and where she went. 
She was particularly well known 
for her interest in the poor. 

To illustrate this, Beasley 
showed a number of slides. One 
was a famous cartoon in the New 
Yorker in 1933 in which one coal 
miner deep in a mine says to an- 
other one, “My God, here comes 
Eleanor Roosevelt!” While she 
had not been in a coal mine then, 
she later did visit one. 

Another slide showed a cartoon 


in which Roosevelt is offering a 
lift to the forgotten woman: A 
picture of Roosevelt with her 
friend Lorena Hitchcock on sum- 
mer vacation showed a very re- 
laxed, happy woman. Another 
picture showed her and her sec- 
retary with an African-American 
family. This picture was widely 
circulated in the African-Ameri- 
can press, giving her favorable 
publicity with that constituency. 

One slide showed with lines 
on a map the extent of her trav- 
els between 1933 and 1940. 
The lines across this country 
looked like a spider web. She 
also frequently traveled in air- 
planes, which was unusual then, 
Beasley said, particularly for a 
woman traveling alone. 

There was no presidential 


plane then; just a train, according . 


to Beasley. Roosevelt was a 

good friend of Amelia Earhart.

body. She had a network of re- 
formers and politicians with 
whom she was in contact. Sec- 
ond was her ability to communi- 
cate with the public — by person- 
ally meeting people and by her 
writing. The third theme was her 
concern for human rights, her 
looking forward to the future and 
working to better people's lives. 

At first, Roosevelt traveled in 
order to get information for her 
husband. They worked closely 
together. He would tell her what 
to look for and she would re- 
count what she saw. 

In response to questions, 
Beasley commented on 
Roosevelt’s childhood which she 
described as horrible. Her mother 
died when she was at an early 
age, and her father was an alco- 
holic. She lived with a grand- 
mother who couldn’t relate to 


her. Some believe that the reason 


she went to a finishing school in 
England was to get away from 
uncles who molested her. While

Because Greenbelt was located 
only twelve miles northeast of 
Washington, next to the federal 
agricultural research center that 
lay between Washington and Bal- 
timore, ER took special notice of 
its construction. It started on 10 
October, 1935, when a few men 
began clearing the site. On the 
following two days some 1,500 
unemployed and mostly untrained 
men were sent out from Wash- 
ington to work on the project, 
clearing trees from a swampy 
area and building a dam to create 
a lake. By the time actual roads 
were laid out, the whole area was 
a sea of mud. 

ER. visited the site a number 
of times, often accompanied by 
her friend Elinor Morgenthau, 
wife of Henry Morgenthau, secre- 
tary of the treasury, who ER 
hoped would support the project. 
For her first trip, logs were laid 
across the mud, forming a cordu- 
roy road that led to the spot 
where the first homes werg being 
built. To enable her to view the 
scene, workmen constructed a 
platform for her in the limbs of a 
tree near the roadway. Similarly, 
she visited Greendale on 11 No- 
vember, 1936, while it was under 
construction. In touring a home 
there, she commented that the 
coal bin had been placed next to 
the basement laundry tubs, per- 
suading architects to change the plan. 

At one of her press confer- 
ences she showed her continuing 
interest in the new towns by in- 
troducing a New York designer. of 
inexpensive furniture for smaller 
homes. According to the Wash- 
ington Daily News on 20 April 
1937, ER said, “I think it is very 
significant that an expert of this 
type would be willing to come to 


Washington and devete ther skill © |: 


toward developing better stan- 
dards for low-income families.” 
Some of the furniture served 
more than one function: a sofa, 
i.e., could double as a single bed. 

After the first residents, many 
of whom were federal govern- 
ment workers, 
Greenbelt in 1937, ER went there 
often, usually visiting the school. 
“It was a shock,” one teacher re- 
membered, “when the door 


would open and she would ap-- 


pear with her secret service es- 
corts.” In a letter to Greenbelt 
residents on 5 January 1938, she 
congratulated them on their 
newly formed community news- 
paper. After WWIL began, she re- 
turned to Greenbelt for a rally to 
raise money for war bonds. 

Yet ER never spoke out 
against the racial segregation that 
marked Greenbelt, to which some 
900 white families had moved by 
1939. In her “My Day” column 
of 1 August 1947, one day be- 
fore the town celebrated its tenth 
anniversary, she commended to 
the nation: “Anyone who is able 
to visit these towns should do so, 
and should carefully consider 
their planning and the consumer 
activities. ... By and large, I think 
they have been very successful.” 

Her legacy lives on in both 
Greenbelt and Greendale. In 
Greendale a restaurant, Eleanor’s, 
was named for her, and her visit 
is commemorated on plaques. 
One reads: “First Lady Eleanor

Roosevelt, who had a high regard 
for the welfare of children and a 


great concern for impoverished — 


people, visited Greendale in 
1936. After clambering through 
one of the two-story homes, she 
stated Greendale was "absolutely 
wonderful and laid out beautifully." 
In Greenbelt on 2 November 
1968, the tree in which she stood 
on her first visit was dedicated in 
her name with a memorial 
plaque. In the 1970s when a new 
high school, under construction, 
was to be named for FDR, citi- 
zens petitioned to have it named 
instead for her. Today Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, which 
emphasizes science and technol-

Officer Parker Focuses on Middle School Issues

Faced with an increase in de- 
linquent criminal activity in and 
around Greenbelt Middle School 
this past year, Officer Marty 
- Parker of the Greenbelt Police 
became actively involved in com- 
munity problems that involved 
middle school students. He 
identified a group of approxi- 
mately 10 students responsible 
for a number of assaults, robber- 
ies and vandalisms in the 
Springhill Lake area. Through 


Parker’s intervention, some of the 


group were charged with assault 
and placed into Maryland’s juve- 
nile justice system. 

Parker began by calling par- 
ents of the youths involved. In 
addition, he reported that police 
“saturated the area,’ meaning 
Springhill Lake had “high police 
visibility.” He sought and re- 
ceived cooperation from the 
middle school for a “no .toler- 
ance” policy on fighting. The 
youths were warned that they 
could be dismissed from school 
for their criminal activities. The 
message to the group after a few 
were charged with assault was 


that the police meant business 
and would not tolerate such activ- 
ity. Parker believes the situation 
is under control at this pomt and 
that this group is no longer ac- 
tive. 

In addition to these interven- 
tion tactics, Parker has employed

prevention strategies. He worked 
with Department of Juvenile Jus- 
tice Probation Officer Mary Blair 
and conducted a jail tour with 
several students from Greenbelt 
Middle School. The program, 
entitled “Reasoned Straight,” gave 
the students a realistic exposure 
to prison life. He plans on ex- 
panding the program next school 





year. 

In addition to running the 
DARE (Drug and Alcohol Resis- 
tance Education) Program at 
Greenbelt Elementary School, 
Parker has increased classroom 
presentations at each of his el- 
ementary schools. This year the 
DARE graduations included new 
rewards for the essay winners and 
finalists. In addition to essay 
winners being awarded new com- 
puters, each of the finalists was 
taken in a limousine to the ESPN 
Zone in Washington, DC. 

Parker also serves as the 
Safety Patrol Coordinator at his 
schools. In an effort to show the 
police department’s appreciation 
for the work the safety patrols do 
on a daily basis, Parker hosted 
the first annual safety patrol pic- 
nic at the Greenbelt Police Sta- 
tion. The students were fed and 
offered a tour of the facility. 

In the words of Corporal 
David Buerger, “There is no other 
law enforcement program out 
there that reaches out to the com- 
munity as much as we do.”
